Tr. Cosmo Gordon Lang, Archbishop 
of York and Primate of England, is 
not only the youngest archbishop in 
Great Britain, but the youngest who 
has been raised to that dignity in that 
country since the Middle Ages. He is 
the son of Principal Lang, of Aber- 
deen University, who has acted with 
distinction as moderator of-the Church 
of Scotland and as president of the 
Council of Presbyterian Churches. The 
s0n left Scotland, however, to enter 
Balliol College at Oxford, \where he 
soon became noted as an athlete, hd

Soon after leaving Oxford 
he found that his income could not 
stand the strain of politics, so ~h 
turned to the law and entered the 
{nner Temple,-London, although. dur- 
ing the years of his reading there he 
found time to work for improvement 
in slum life. His friends naturally 
enough predicted a brilliant and use- 
ful-career for him as a barrister, but 
after he had passed ‘all his examina: 
tions ‘he withdrew his name from the 
list of those to be called to the Bar. 
He had arrived at a firal.decision as 
to his life work and had chosen the 
ministry; 
€ soon -received-an- opportunity to 
put into practice his plans for the bet 
terment of the poor, for he’ was given 
charge of the large church at Portsea 
near Portsmouth, where he 
plenty of work for a. dozen curates as 
welt’as himself in social service. Mer 
it‘d_ recognition of his labors came 
eight years ago, when he’ was appoint 
ed Bishop of Stepney, a district in
